IRON CROSSES BY THE TON. 


Kaiser's Decoration Now a Joke In the 


Army, Reichstag Is Told. 


The wholesale distribution of Iron 


crosses to members of the kaiser's 
forces ha» reached tha proportions of a 
national scandal, according to remarks 
made In the reichstag during the discus- 
sion of thp army budget early In May 
and found in copies of Cicrman papers 


With the approval of practically the 


entire house, including the Confcrva- 
tlves. Deputy Muller, a Radical, assert- 
ed that the Iron cross had become a 
Joke In the army, which snld that the 
rain of decorations In the rear waa as 
heavy as the rain of bullets at the 
front.

In thi* except tho fact that where only 
two occur they arc always both ot the 
mm. There nrc more solar than lunar 
eclipses, but tho sun, being go much 
larger than the earth or moon, th« 
shadow terminates at a potet and is 
Visible only along a narrow track, 
while the lunar observation is fre- 
•uently visible* over half a continent.

He believes that f aifure Is seldom more 
than an Indication of the right path to 
success. Among other things he says: 


"Every Individual has certain gen- 


eral traits; every kind of work has 
certain general characteristics. The 
problem is to Interpret the traits of 
the individual, classify the character- 
istics of the Job and then guide the 
Individual into the Job for which he Is 
supremely fitted. This Is one real em- 
ployment problem. 


"There are very many human char- 


acteristics, but there are a few broad 
and general ones which frequently 
make for success or failure. 


"There 1s a type of a man who wants 


to get on the same car every morning, 
get off at the same corner, go to the 
same shop, ring up at the same clock, 
stow his lunch in the same locker, go 
to the same machine and do the same 
class of work day after day. 
Another 


type of man would go crazy under this 
routine. He wants to move about, meet 
new people, see and do things. The 
nT*st Is settled; the second in roving. 
The flrst might make a good man for 
a shop manufacturing a standard prod- 
uct; the second might make a good 
railroad man or a good outdoor car- 
penter. A failure in one line of work 
may prove a big success in another."
